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8. which point* at the limitation* of the* e systems, does not mention 
the targeting problems which appear to he associated with them. 

It 1* our understanding that because of band -width limitations, pre- 
sent equipment allows for read-out of only a small per coinage of the 
take from any one pass over the USSR. This raises the question, 
unanswered in the report, aa to whether or not control mechanisms 
are capable of selecting for read-out only those targets of interest. 
We believe that there is a valid mission for electronic read-out that 
should not be dismissed as lightly as is indicated In the report. 

S. Finally, we would urge that the DDI/CGS have a seat at the 
***** meeting of this kind, if only to observe and provide an input as 
to our interests. Perhaps the next report could then be responsive 
to problem* related to intelligence in addition to those concerned 
with RhD. We realise that the Panel had only a short time at its 
disposal on this particular exercise and for this reason could not deal 
with some of the problems in as much detail as might have been 
desirable.
